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CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1 . A tip-calcufatmg device for calculating tf» amount of a tip based on tiie amcHS* of aa 
expeise being charged, which comprises: 

5 (a) a numeric fc^ad for us^-input of the amount of es^ense; 

<b) a computation circuit, which is capable of perfomang a tip-computation proce- 
dure, wherein the user-input amcHint of the expense is nodtipfied by a preset ^ rate to obtain 
the amount of the tip; 

(c) a tip-computation activation key, wfaidi can be jaessed to active tiie tip- 
10 c<Mnputation unit to start the tip-conqmtation procedure; and 

(d) a display unit for <fisp!«^ tiie result of tiie tip-computation proce&ife per- 
formed by the tip-computation miit. 

2. The tip-calculating device of claim 1, wherdn the preset tip rate is wtinn the rai^ 
from 0% to 100%. 

15 3. The tip-calculating device ofclaim 2, wherein tiie preset tip rate is 15%. 

4 . A tip<5alculating device for calculating the amount of a tip ba^ on tiie smmt of an 
expense being chai^d, winch ccMnprises: 

(a) a numeric keypad for user-ii^ut of the amount of exp^; 

(b) a t^ompirtation umt, wMch is c^le of perfomnng a tip<c»v«tat««i proee- 
20 dure, wherm the user-input amount of the ©cp^se is by a preset tip rate of 1 5% 

to obtain the amount of the tip; 
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(c) a tip-<xMnputation activatioii fc^, which can be press©! to ac6v^ fte 
computation unit to start the tip-conHRitation procedure; and 

id) a di^y unit for<B^Mng tiie result of the tip-conq«itate F^ceto per- 
formed by the tip-computation unit.
